It was surprising to many Liberals

The victor, Col. John A. Currie, is 
pledged to some reforms in the 0.T.A. 
although he has not announced defin- 
itely what they ere to be. 

The result with two polls miming. 
follows: Currie, Conservative, 4,759; 
Callahan, Independent Liberal, and 
ant!-O.T.A., 1,010; Pearce, official Lib- 
eral, 742; Meguire, Labor, 488. The 
result showse considerable revision of 
sentiment in the riding from 1919 
when John O'Neill, the Liberal can- 
didate, was given a majority of 4,585 
over his nearest opponent, a Conserva- 
tive, 

Today's reaults in Southeast Toronto 
and in Ruseell where ae Liberal was re- 
turned, added one of the atrength of 
both Conservatives and Liberal parties 
in the house. Following is the present 
standing of the groups in the house: 

U-F.O., 44; Liberal, 28; Conservative:

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India Heard From 


The one jand only rhance ‘that 
good would come of the policy of 
the British Government in the 


Near East was that it ‘might quiet 
the unrest in the Far East. There 
‘was a hope in some quarters that 
by offering no objection to the re- 
turn of the Turk to his ancient 
capital the Imperial authorities 
might cultivate good feeling 
among the Mohammedan section 
of ‘the [population of India. That 
evidently was a miscalculation. 
The native press appears to over- 
look entirely the fact that the 
Turks were granted all jthey ide- 
manded, and to concentrate atten- 
tion upon remarke made by Mr. 
Lloyd George at Manchester. The 
Premier, jit appears, found jcca- 
sion to recite a few facts regard- 
ing the Turk, his history, char- 
acter and deserts. Necessarily 
they ‘were not jcomplimentary. The 
native journalists have seized upon 
these references as fresh material 
for seditious p:vpaganda, and are 
inciting the ‘‘faithful” in India to 
take the allusions to the Turks as 
insults hurled at ‘the whole Mosl- 
em ‘wor) us the jene | 
age he ht avabods ean 
by the compromise is turned into a 
new menace. One India comment- 
ator predicts that [a few ynore 
years of Lloyd George would mean 
that there would be mo British 
Empire in the East, while another 
says his speech has ‘‘forever alien- 
ated’’ the Mohammedans of India. 
Obviously, ‘if nothing ‘thas been 
gained in India by truckling to 
Kemal nothing has been gained 
anywhere, and there has been a 
loss of British prestige and secur- 
ity allround. It is not likely thet 
a British Government ever before 
succeeded so effectively in weak- 
ening British authority and influ- 
ence in all \possible ‘directions by a 
single stroke of foreign policy. 
The Government went just far 
enough to anger that section of the 
Moslem jpeoples whose sympathies 
lie with Turkey ; without going far 
enough to consolidate and retain 
the moral support of Britons and 
non-Britons the world over ‘who 
want the Turk dealt with accord- 
ing to his deserte and the plain 
interests of humanity. If Britain 
had proclaimed at the out-set that 
the ‘'urk would be re-admitted to 
Europe, and had gone through no 
gestures of hostility toward him, 
that might have taken the wind 


out of the sails of the agitaturs in | 


India. If London had stood square- 
ly on ‘the principle that the Turk 
could not ‘‘come 'back’’ it would 
have ‘had the support of all those in 
the Empire and out of jt who hold 
that a pledge should be kept, that 
barbarism must not be allowed to 
dictate terms ‘to civilization, and 
that a nation which plays traitor 
to humanity must /be punished. 
The (British Government did 
neither. “It adopted a middle 
course that led nowhere and ap- 


pealed to no one. Ihe proposal | 


that the British Empire should 
fight Kemal iin order to keep the 
Dardanelles under international 


control—when the other mations |

having sold goods by retail, used to

Bonar Law made the money that 
enabled him to enter politics in the 
hardware trade. Truly, ‘‘other 
times, other manners.’’ 


Canada to the Front. 

It is an interesting fact that 
Lloyd George owed his accession 
to the British premiership to the 
activities of one Canadian and his 
retirement to another—both New 
Brunswickers and both Tories. Sir 
Max Aiken. now Lord Beaver- 
brook, is generally credited with 
having framed the treachery and 
carried through the negotiations 
which displaced Asquith by Lloyd 
George. Bonar Law moved the re- 

olution in the Tory caucus that 
broke the back of the coalition and 
so forced Lloyd George’s resigna- 
tion of the premiership to avoid 
defeat in the house. It is to be said 
for the new premier, however, that 
although born in Canada he has 
never been reckoned aa one of the 
band of professional Canadians 
who have traded ao profitably on 
their Canadian citizenship in Lon- 
don during recent years. 


Back to Gold. . 


It is indicated from Ottawa that 
Parliament will at the coming ses- 
sion be asked to restore the cur- 
rency of the country ‘to the gold 
basis. Nominally the Canadian 
dollar hill is a certificate of title 
to a certain ; quantity of gold, 
which the holder can secure by 
presenting bill at the bank. When 
the war broke, it was decided as 
an emergency measure that the 
Dominion should not be required 
to redeem bills with gold. For 
eight years we have been doing 
business with paper money, for 
which the gold equivalent could 
not be collected. If that had any- 
thing to do with putting the Cana- 
dian dollar af a diseount in the 
United States, the condition has 
now reversed. Canadian paper 
movev atands a 


value in New York. Accordingly it | 
is felt that the Dominion may now | 


renew its promise to pay gold for 


the bills without endangering a}

Winnipeg, Oct. %—Following lower 
cables and weakness at Liverpool, the loca) 
wheat market was inclined to be Guill and 
featureless today. The opening figures were 
around the low paint of the day, but bedg- 
ing seles were not particulerly heavy, and 
at around the dollar mark one export 
honee bought e fair amount ef October 
wheat The undertone of the market was 
very firm, the Lage np business being 
opreading and Chicago, buy- 
ing of Winnipeg up and considerable 
changing of hedges byelevator companies, 
The close was unchanged to % cent 4 
The transportation situation is, aecord: 
to local shippers, making the transacting of 
new business impossible. Future ecoares 
grains continue firm. 
There was an excellent demand for num- 
bers 2 and 3 northern wheat but the top 
grade jwas neglected and 707,000 hushels 
were put through the clearing house. The 
prein{ums for numbers 2 and 8 northern 
were 24 to 3% cents better, respectively. A 
feature ofthe cash merket this morning 
was the holding attitude of the farmer. Ele- 
vator interests reported the week-end of- 
feringe in the country were the lightest 
for eomo time. Thre was very little change 
in the cash coarse grains sftuation, certain 
grades of oats and barley were in demand, 
but there was no urgency to the market, 
Inspections totalled 4,104 care of whiab 
2.050 were wheat.
